‘gi repeal bill to the house, says he is earn- 
etly for the repeal of this tax, but wants 
gtate banks that issue notes for general 
greviation to be under,the supervision of 
the federal government.” Such other demo- 
gats of the committee as Judge Culberson, 

Mr, Cox and Major Black, do not want the 
federa! government to have anything to do 
with state bank notes. They want it regu- 
lated entirely by the states. 

‘Just as soon as the silver seigniorage 
bill and two or three appropration bills are 
out of the way, this bill will be taken up 
and the house will have ample opportunity 
to discuss it and to adopt it. Its adoption 
depends entirely upon whether the demo- 
ierats of the house will stand on the plat- 
form upon which they were elected. If 
they do, the state bank tax wil be repealed. 

Evéry member of the Georgia uelegation 
‘pledged to the repeal of this tax, and 
‘ach and every one of them, as well as 
gactically all of the southern members, 
will vote for it. 

Some of the eastern members who have 
ben fighting silver all along and who have 
faced been fighting every effort to increase 
the currency of the country, will join with 
the republicans in fighting it.

“We shall go right along,” he sald, in his 
hearty fashion, “just as we have been 
soing until a quorum votes upon the ques- 
tion of closing debate and remains until 
the vote on the passage of the bill is 
taken.”’ 

“When will that be, Mr. Speaker?’ was 
asked. 

“Oh, I think we shall have a quorum 
with us Monday; certainly by Tuesday. 
But whether or not,’’ he continued, with 
something like grim determination in his 
manner, ‘‘we will go right along, and the 
bill will be passed.’’ 

This last statement was in response to 
Governor Sayers, chairman of the commit- 
tee on appropriations, who had expressed 
the opinion that Mr. Bland would not suc- 
ceed in securing the attendance of a quo- 
rum favorably disposed toward his meas- 
ure. 

“Why,” said Speaker Crisp, ‘‘we have only 
been nine votes short of a quorum in the 
house this week. In that numb¢r were 
nine populists and eight republicans. Those 
eight republicans will become eighteen, I 
am assured, when. the bill is before the 
house for its passage. 

“How many days the Bland bill will oc- 
cupy this week, cannot, of course, be de- 
finitely stated now, but its supporters contfi- 
dently expect that it will be out of the 
way by Tuesday night at the furthest. 
In answer to a question why the committee 
on rules was not asked to bring in an order, 
fixing the time for taking a vote, Mr. 
Bland explained that under existing con- 
ditions such a proceeding would be useless, 
“Until we get a quorum here,” he said, ‘‘we 
couldn’t adopt the order, and when the 
quorum is at hand, we won't need an 
order.’”’ 

After the bill to coin the seigniorage of 

the treasury silver bullion has been dis- 
posed of, Representative Brown, chairman 
of the committee on elections, will ask the 
house to take up the report in the contest 
of.

Cincinnati. O., February 18.—Now that the 
date of trial of the celebrated Pollard-brecs- 
inridge case has been fixed for March 8ta, 
at Washington, the taking of testimony 
has commence? in earnest in Lexington, 
Ky., before Judge Bullock, who is examin- 
er. Attorneys W. G. Johnson, of Washing- 
ton, and BK. P. Farrell; of this city, repre- 
sent Miss Pollard, while Colonel Breckin- 
riage is represented by Messrs. John T. 
Shelby, Charles H. Stoll, Desha Breckin- 
ridge and Dr. R. J. O'Mahoney. 

Catesby Hawkins, a carpenter, testified 
that he knew Madeit™ie Pollard when she 
moved to Bridgeport with her father, who 
was a saddle and harness maker. She was 
at that time a little girl four or five years 
old, and he believes that her age at the 
present time could not be less than thirty- 
three or four. From the time he frst saw 
her he knew her continuously until she was 
a grown-up young lady fifteen or sixteen 
years old. He recollected being at a party 
at a house in the netghborhood of Har- 
densville. At that party there was a mock 
marriage between Miss Pollard and Alex, 
Julian, brother to Ira Julian, of Frankfort. 

They had all been drinking and were pret- 
ty full. He knew that Alex. Julian was, 
but could not say whether Miss pollard was 
drunk or not. The witness said she had 
been drinking, like the others, whisky and 
wine. It was about 12 o’clock when Juliar 
and Miss Pollard were taken. upstairs and 
put to bed. He did sot know whether Ju- 
lian stayed there all night or not, but he 
(Hawkins) was to have gone home with 
Julian; but after waiting a considerable 
time for Julian he went ‘home by himself, 
arriving at his home some time in the morn- 
ing. 

Hawkins further said that Miss Pollard 
at that time was a bright, pretty, attrac- 
tive girl, and that the talk about Madeline 
in the neighborhood was that she was rapid. 

John O'Toole, a former resident farmer at 
the Eastern Kentucky Lunatic asylum, and 
when James Rodes was in charge of the 
ground cultivated by that institute, was 
next called. James Rodes told him that 
he was using his money to educate Made- 
line Pollard, who. had promised to become 
his wife when she finished her education. 
On this account Rodes was always hard 
up and wanted to bdrrow money from the 
witness that he might give it to Miss Pol- 
lard, wno, Rodes said, was continually af- 
ter him for money. Rodes was then a man 
about fifty years of age. 

Mollie Shindlebower, whose home is in 
Memphis, Tenn., and who is Known there 
hy the name’ 6: Miller, testified that when 
she was a lii.ie girl she lived in Frankfort, 
where her parents died, and she was taken 
into the home and family of Mrs. Stott, 
an aunt of Miss Pollard’s. In the same 
year Mrs. Stout removed to Bridgeport, 
and she went aiong. While there Miss Pol- 
lard visited them and remained about three 
months. 

Says She Was a Rapid Girl. 

Madeline’s conduct whiie at the house 
of her aunt catised frequent family dis- 
turbances, and upon”one occasion her aunt 
called Madeline into her room and chas- 
tised her severely. She received many 
young men for visitors whose reputation 
was bad, She took rides wr... them at night, 
often staying out as late as 10 or 11 o'clock. 
Her conduct became such that the neigh- 
bors talked about it, and she bore the repu- 
tation of beng wild, her actions frequently 
in the presence of gentlemen beingssuch as 
to excite comment. Madeline Pollard af- 
terwards visited Frankfort, and there she 
bore the reputation of being a rapid girl. 
While at the residence of Mrs. Stout, Ma- 
deline’s brother, Ed Pollard, mdde an in- 
decent remark to the witness in the pres- 
ence of Miss Pollard, which the latter did 
not rebuke. The witness stated that she 
left the home of Mrs. Stout in 1877. She 
afterwards moved to Lexington and en- 
tered upon a public hfe, and led that life 
until about eight or ten years ago. 

John Brand testified that he knew Miss 
Pollard, and that he first met her at the 
house of Lena Singleton, who occupied a 
small tenement in Third street, who was 
the reputed mistress of James Rodes, then 
farmer at the Junatic asylum. Lena Sin- 
gleton’s house was known as a disreputa- 
ble place. When Brand was admitted into 
the house a woman that Miss Singleton 
told him afterwards was Miss Pollard ran 
out of the room and disappeared. Some 
days afterwards he called again. and this 
time was introduced to Miss Pollard by an- 
other woman, whose name he could not 
recollect. He afterwards saw Miss Pollard 
at the same place in conversation with 
Rodes. 

On one occasion he called there with Jim 
Rodes and Miss Pollard was there. He 
did not call frequently after that; for the 
réas.2 that he and Rodes fell out about 
his visits to Lena Singleton. He understood 
from Rodes that he was educating Miss 
Pollard, or would educate her. and that 
ae ry lerees” hs education he was 
oing to marry her. ter 
Miss Pollard. cee “tie be ae 

In 18385 he frequently took Miss Pollard 
buggy riding; would pick her up on the 
street, take her several miles in the coun- 
try and bring her back, putting her ‘out 
upon the street, never taking her to her 
home, which ne said he never knew. He 
had to quit taking her riding, for he was 
afraid of his wife, who, he said, was a jeal- 
ols Wom. ‘ 

On cross-examination he was asked if 
he had ever said anything improper to Miss 
Pollas?. He answered that he mirht have 
done so. “f * 


DOUBLE MURDER AT A WEDDING.

One of the Guests Killed Two Men and 
Cut the Bride.

present being Daniel Slaughter, of Carroil 
county, Virginia. Just’ after the wedding 
ceremony Slaughter passed near an old man 
who seized his hand and made some re- 
mark. Slaughtcr spoke roughly and was told 
to leave the house. He did so, but in a few 
minutes returned. The friends of the old 
tnan were angry and a peacemaker endeav- 
ored to keep them back, while at the same 
time he told Slaughter to keep quiet. Sud- 
denly Slaughter sprang at John Bare and 
stabbed him to the heart. Bare fell dead and 
Slaughter made an attempt to again stab 
him, but the bride seized his hand. She 
was cut in the hand and arm and Slaughter 
dashed for the door. On the way he stabbed 
Edward Long, killing him instantly, and 
then fled. He was captured two miles away. 
There were threats of lynching, but he was 
safely taken to jail at Sparta.

GERMAN GOSSIP. 


Protest Against the Russo-German 
Commercial Treaty. 

Berlin, February 18.—(Copyright, 18%, by 
the United Press.)}—The agrarians rallied 
their thousands in Berlin’ yesterday to make 
their final protest against the Russo-Ger- 
man commercial treaty. The demonstra- 
tion was successful from the party point of 
view, as the assemblages were enormous 
and enthusiastic. The agrarian league had 
spent much money in preparing tor the 
meetings. Nobody could doubt that the 
speakers were in deep earnest. They felt 
that both party and national interests were 
imperiled by the Russian treaty and they 
argued with all the force of their convic- 
tions. Nevertheless, the expectation of de- 
feat was apparent in the speeches. The 
agrarians, as well as the public at large, 
do not longer doubt but that the treaty 
will be ratified by the reichstag. Even the 
ultra-conservatives realize that their op- 
position will be vain. The one question 
now is: “‘Who will make up the govern- 
ment maojrity?’’ 

How They Will Vote. 

In the lobby the consensus of opinion is 
that the national liberals, the radicals and 
the social democrats will vote solidly for 
the treaty. The clericals are expected to ai- 
vide their vote, but the majority will go 
with the chancellor. The free conservative 
vote will be split. Some conservatives are 
likely to abstain from voting; the rest, to 
lead the opposition to the end. Newspapers 
are Spreading the familiar rumors of a deal 
between the government and the clericals. 

Chancelior Caprivi is said to have prom- 
ised the restoration of a Catholic depart- 
ment in the ministry of public worship in 
exchange for clerical support. ‘This report 
is untrue. Caprivi has given no pledges 
to the clericals. As the question at issue 
is an economic one, the clerical deputies 
will vote independently of party pressure 
or intrigues of the leaders. A study of the 
Russian concessions in the treaty is increas- 
ing its popularity. This fact has been im- 
pressed upon the agrarians and has ftem- 
pered their bitterness. They Know that if 
they should defeat the treaty, the govern- 
ment could and would now appeal toe the 
country with a certainty of complete tri- 
umph in the great industrial centers, The 
result of such a triumph would be a further 
restriction of the protective policy in Ger- 
many and the agrarians shrink from the 
prospect. Besides what it actually gives, 
the treaty raises expectations of more. It 
is believed that the two governmgnts have 
an understanding which points to the re- 
duction of Russia railway traffics and a re- 
call of the German decree forbidding the 
imperial bank to grant advances on Rus- 
sian loans. 

Last Wednesday’s debate in the Prussian 
lower house has widened the breach be- 
tween the bi-metallists and the govern- 
ment. The bi-metallists have given up hope 
of accomplishing through the currency 
commission anything more than a few in- 
ternational reforms likely to increase the 
use of silver money. Even this hope may 
be vain for the government declared re- 
cently in the Prussian upper house that no 
ereat increase of the silver circulation was 


pbdssible. 


Ill Treatment of Negroes. 

The Augusberger Abend-Zeitung published 
oa Friday several letters from the African 
expiorer, Kallenperg, who contirms the 
worst stories as to fil-treatment of n°groes 
sm the Cameroons. The natives employed 
there in the official service, Kallenberg 
Says, are lashed for the slightest offenses. 
In instances that came under his personal 
observation, black soldiers got 200 strokes 
each, loot consciousness and were carried 
in a pitiable condition to their huts. 

August Bebel, the social-democratic lead- 
er, made a powerful attack in the reichstag 
last I'riday upon the administrations in the 
Cameroons. He exhibited Whips of rhinoc- 
erous hide, which were used in punishing 
the natives. Vice Governor Leist, of the 
Cameroons, he said, had enforced regula- 
tions that every native must make a sa- 
laam whenever a German passed him. If 
sitting or reclining when the German ap- 
proached, the native must Spring to his feet 
in time to make the salute. 

Prince von Arenberg told the committee 
on coloniai estimates that he had decided 
to introduce a bill punishing slave trading 
and altering, in several other respects, the 
colonial administration which, he said, was 
a bad specimen of military and bureaucratic 
abuses. Chancellor von Caprivi deprecated 
the Savage attacks upon the officials in the 
Cameroons. Judgment Should be reserved 
he said, until the accusations against the 
Officials should have been proved or dis- 
proved by the government inquiry.

IN MID AIR 


Hondreds of Feet Above the Waters of 
tie Tennessee 


A HORRIBLE ACCIDENT OCCURRED. 


A Cable of the Aer‘al Line Suddenly 
Snaps in Two 


AND ONE PASSENGER IS KILLED 


By the End o’ the Cable Crushing the End 
cfthe Car-A Thrilling Scene 
Near Knoxville. 


Knoxville, Tenn., February 18.—(Special.. 
About a mile below Knoxville, on the Ten- 
nessee river, is a\ high bluff, Known for 
years a# Cherokee bluff, but more recent y 
called Longstreet bgghts. The bluff anc 
hill behind it is owned by the Unaka Park 
Company, which planned to establish a 
pleasure ground there. 

The river at that point is one-fourth of a 
mile broad and very deep. The bluff is 
325 feet above the water, but the opposite 
bank is only about twenty feet high. As 
a means of transit from the north to the 
south side of the river the park company 
has rigged up a unique contrivance called 
an aerial cable car. Two heavy wire cab-es 
are stretched across the river four feet 
apart, with both ends firmly fastened in 
the earth. On these cables is suspendeo 
a car six feet wide and twenty feet long 
To the top of the car running wheels are 
attached, traveling on the cables. The tor 
of the car is somewhat like the moor of a 
ra‘lroud car turned upside down. Attachec 
to the car is another smaler cable which 
runs through a pulley on the bluff and is 
wound around a drum in the engine house 
on the north side of the river. The locomo- 
tive plan’ of the road is like that of an in- 
clined cable road. A suspended car is 
equipped with automatic. brakes and thus 
the conductor and engineer can control it. 

These details are necessary to understand 
the accident, for the whole contrivance is 
strange, and is the only passenger aeria: 
line in the United States. 

The Cable Breaks. 

This afternoon the car was rumming as 
usual and a large number of passengers 
had been carried over. About 4 o’c.ock six 
people entered the car, including one youne 
lady. The trip was made safely until the 
car was wit“in two or three feet of the 
bluff, when a loud popping sound was heard 
in the engine house and the pulling cable 
began to run out with great velocity. The 
engineer was not much alarmed, for he 
thought the brake would stop the car. 
which it did within thirty or forty feet ol 
the bluff. The proper forethought had not 
been given the action of the small cable. 
This is, of course, doub ed, and the weight 
of the cable was pulling it through the 
pulleys with great rapidity. The cable is 
tarred to prevent slipping and great flares 
of flame shot out around the car. Suddenly 
there was a crash and the car was seen 
to rock from side to side and then the hor- 
rified spectitors saw the planks shoot out 
and down as if the car was falling to pieces 
The broken end of the cable had struck the 
end of the car and knocked it in. 

When the smoke from the burning tar hat 
cleared away it was seen that the car was 
at an angle of at least 4 degrees and that 
the passengers vere clinging to the window 
frames, the sides and the upper end of the 
ear with the energy of despair. Their po- 
sition was most perilous, for they were sus- 
pended over the river at a height of not 
‘ess than 200 feet. 

The Work of Rescuc. 

The employes of the company pulled 
themselves together as quickly as they 
could. and, shouting to the passenge#r ac 
keep up their courage, they jumped in a 
boat, pulled across the river and c.imbeo 
the precipitous bluff, appearing soon at the 
other end of the cable, bearing a tong coil 
of rope. One end was thrown over the ca- 
ble and slid down to the car. It was ther 
doubled over the end, ,allirey to the river. 
where, in the boat, was &@ larger rope and 
a heavy» block and tackle. When this hac 
been pulled up to the car the work of rescue 
was begun. A loop was made and placing 
a foot in it four of the passengers reached 
the boat in safety. 

Oliver Ledgerwood Killed. 

But a’ man and woman were left, and a 
negro man stepped in the loop to bring 
them down. When he reached the car it 
was readily seen that the horrors were not 
all over. A body was handed out that was 
limp and helpless. It was Oliver Ledger- 
wood, a young lawyer and politician, of this 
citv. In his temple was a horrible wound 
and his face was battered and torn. He 
died before he could be brought to the city. 

Miss Waddell, who had accompanied him 
on the trip, was rescued also, and was the 
coolest person in the party. A boy on the 
bank, Hugh Rule, was also wounded by the 
trailing cable. 

Examination of the parted cable leads 
some to believe that it had been cut, but 
this belief is not shared by a great many 
people. 

This is the second accident on this line, 
the other not being fatal. 

The matter was investigated by a coro- 
ner’s jury, who returned a verdict that the 
accident was due to negligence of the com- 
pany. 


HARVEY COMMITTED SUICIDE. 
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For a Long Time the Truth Was Not 
Generdlly Known. 


Knoxville, Tenn., February 18.—(Special.) 
Suit to collect a debt brought before a 
justice of the peace here a day or two ago 
brought out testimony that settles beyond 
Question the fact that the late J. W. Har- 
vey committed suicide as the finale of a life 
drama stranger than fiction. Harvey was 
one of the pioneers of the marblé business 
of Tennessee. He lived with his wife in 
this city for many years. One day they 
quarreled and separated and soon after- 
Was never le- 
gally married and married another woman. 
The first wife went into the courts and a 
very sensational legal battle was waged. 
He made a voyage to England to collect ev- 
idence and spent money lavishly to win his 
ease. After a long battle he lost and wife 
No. 1 was declared lawfully wedded. It was 
a genuine Cause céelebre in Tennessee. 

Shortly afterwards he died, his friends 
said, of a broken heart. as he was most de- 
vutedly attached to wife No. 2. Many said 
it was suicide, but in some way the mat- 
ter was hushed up and the truth did not 
come out, 

Just before he made his trip he loaned a 
Knoxville man $200 and, fearing the dangers 
of travel, had the note made payable to 
wife No. 2. The money was repaid, but 
the note was not surrendered. Then suit 
was brought by personal friends of ine dead 
man, who testined that they had letters 
written the day before his death telling 
them he would suic@ie the next day.

FIGHT IN A CHURCH. 


Pistols Were Fired and Chairs Huarled. 
The Cause of the Trouble. 
Nashville, Tenn., February 18.—(Special.) 
The bitter war that has been raging in 
the First colored Baptist church of this 
city broke out anew this morning and a 
general fight with chairs and pistols fol- 

lowed an attempt to read a petition. 

The row started over the insurance mon- 
ey—$20,000—on the church which was burne 
ed some months ago. The better educated 
members feared to trust the money to the 
pastor, Elder Purdy, and tried to have 
Purdy fired on account of some very shady 
transactions. Purdy had the majority of 
the mem“™"s and holds on. The members 
who tried to oust him were fired out of 
the church and have since been trying to 
have a hearing, which has been refused 
them. They enlisted the white baptist 
pastors and tried to get the request of these 
pastors read to the church. This petition 
suggested arbitration. 

Today Purdy refused to let the petition be 
read and after the services, one of the ex- 
pelled members, a prominent negro law- 
yer, Taylor G. Ewing, tried to read it 
anyway. 

The Purdyites drew chairs on them and 
began the fight which waxed hot and three 
shots were fired, one of which struck An- 
drew Bishop on the head. Scott Cros- 
thwait, a leading negro doctor, was down on 
the floor with three men on top of him, 
but. when the shots were fired everybody 
fled. 

There were ten arrests and the hearing 
of the cases tomorrow will be breezy. 

At one time about everybody in the house 
had a chair drawn on some one else. One 
sister went out of the window with a 
chair hung over her head, carrying sash 
and all. Another woman, when arrested, 
fainted while being: lifted into the patrol 
wagon and was leit behind. 


CASES CONSOLIDATED. 


Creditors of the Richmond and Dan- 
ville Are Moving for a Sale. 

Baltimore, February 18.—Judge Goff, site 
ting in Baltimore today, as the United 
States circuit for the eastern district of 
Virginia, heard argument in the Richmond 
and Danville railroad vase. 

The hearing was on two motions, one by 
the Carnegie Steel Company, limited, for 
a consolidation of the case of William P.

All parties represented except the steel 
company, favor a sale of the road that the 
Terminal reorganization plan may be ful- 
filled. Upon the conchusion of arg:ment the 
iudge granted an order as praved by the 
Carnegie Steel Company, consolidating the 
Clyde and Certra! Trust Company cases and 
fixed Saturday, March 3d, for the hearing 
in regamd to the decree of the foreclosure 
and sale. 


. WILLIAMS WEAKENED, 


And Over the Dead Body of His Victim 
Confessed the Murder. 
Morganton, N. C., February 18.—(Special.) 
This morning William Cousby, a young man 
of twenty-five years, was found murdered 
about two miles from this place, with evi- 
dences of severe choking on his throat, 
cuts on his face and a depression over his 
right frontal bone, which was the immedi- 

ate cause of his death. 

At the coroner’s inquest Phillip Williams, 
one of the witnesses, weakened at the sight 
of the corpse and confessed that he com- 
mitted the murder. His evidence was also 
sufficient to criminate Sylvanus Morrow, 
who was with him at the time of the mur- 
der and who is considered equally guilty. 
Williams and Morrow are both peaceable 
men when sober, and this deed is attributed 
solely to the effects of ‘“‘mean corn whisky.” 


CYCLONE IN LOUISIANA. 


Two Lives Lost and Great Damage to 
Property. 

Homer, La., February 18.—One of the 
most destructive cyclones known in the 
history of Claiborne parish passed seven 
miles north of this place at 6 o'clock yes- 
terday evening, the roaring of the storm 
being distinctly heard here. The cyclone 
struck the northwest point of the parish 
traveling in a northeast direction, laying 
waste everything in its path. The casual- 
ties known thus far are one white child and 
one negro girl killed, and many wounded. 
Cleveland & Taylor’s store and steam mill 
were destroyed and Mr. Taylor was serious- 
lv injured. The track of the cyclone was 
about 200 yards wide.

The 
pope was borne to the altar on the Sedia 
Gestatoria, preceded by cardinals and bish- 
ops. At the conclusion of the mass, his 
holiness intoned the Te Deum, the vast con- 

gregation responding. Deafening cheers 
were given when the pope entered and left 
the church. 


CHAMBERS DID NOT SUICIDE. 


He Was Just Drank and Went Over to 
Another Town. 

Jackson, Tenn., February 18:—(Special.)— 
Frank Chambers, ine would-be celebrated 
“Milan liar,””’ who was supposed to have sul- 
cided by drowning at Memphis Thursday 
night, was in Jackson and attended the the- 
ater. At 1:55 o’clock Friday morning he 
left. on an Illinois Central train for the 
north, but goon returned. Yesterday morn- 
ing, at 6 o'clock he returned and registered 
at the Arlington hotel as 8S. W. Cochran, 
of Jonesboro, Ark., but did not take break- 
fast, and immediately disappéared. The 
young man is evidently full of absinth, 
and is playing the world for a ‘‘sucker.’’ 
Chambers stood a good showing to be elec- 
ted chief clerk of the Tennessee senate, but 
this break for notoriety wiil operate against 
him. His escapade is now regarded all over 
the state as a disgusting iarce. 


CREATED A STIR, 


Did the Letter of Archbishop Kain to 
the Clergy. 

St. Louis, February 18.—Archbishop Kain 
has created a stir among Catholics during 
the past week by a letter, which he has 
sent to the clergy wherein he expresses the 
desire that all Catholic children who attend 
the public schools be prepared for their 
first communion by their parish priests. He 
Says: 

“For years some of the clergy have used 
ccercive measures to force Catholic chil- 
dred out of the public schools into the par- 
ish schools. The most potent means was to 
refuse to instruct the cnildren for their first 
communion unless they went to the pa- 
ro¢ghial schools for two years. Parents who 
resisted logic succumbed to this religious os- 
tracism and took their children from ‘the 
public schools. If they persisted in send- 
ing their children to the free institutions of 
learning, they either did not have them 
make their first communion or they sefit 
them to instruction in another parish. 
where the priests had no parochial school 
and, therefore, were not opposed to the 
public schools. In many parishes ladies 
endowed with intelligence and a more prac- 
tical religion than their rectors, formed 
classes of girls and boys who attended the 
public schools, or who had to work; and in 
structed them at night in the dogmas, a 
knowledge of which is a prerequisite for 
first communion.” 


HENRY IS TALKING NOW, 


And the Paris Police Are Getting a 
Great Deal of Information. 
Paris, February 18.—A bomb, similar in 
composition to that used by Vaillant and 
Henry, was found today on the staircase 
of the police station in the Rue du Temple. 
one of the busiest streets of the city, and 
which leads to the Hotel de Ville. In this 
street is the Marche du Temple, which oc- 
cupies the site of the Tour du Temole, dur- 
ing the revolution used as a prison tor the 

royal family. 

Anarchist Henry made a further confes- 
sion to the police yesterday. and as a result 
of it, his mother’s house was searched last 
night. The police found much chemical 
apparatus and a number of letters and 
photographs, including a group of twenty 
ararchists. All of these things will prove 
valuable to the police in their efforts to 
arrest all the other anarchists who were 
implicated in the plot with Henry. Henry 
also divulged the names of several of his 
anarchist friends, and their arrests are ex- 
rected to take place in a short time. 


FIGHT WITH ILLICIT DISTILLERS.

A Battle in Which Four Men Were 
Killed and Others Wounded. 


Charleston, W. Va., February 18.—A few 
days ago Ham Collins, of Pocahontas coun- 
ty, with three companions named Jones, 
Francis and Murdaugh, opened an illicit 
distillery in a cave near the Pendleton 
county line. Deputy Marshal Rollingood, 
with two special deputies, raided the place 
four. days ago. In the fight that ensued 
Jones and Francis and the two special 
deputies were killed and Ham Collins was 
so badly wounded that he was traced five 
miles through the snow by the blood from 
his wounds. He has not yet been taken. 
The story is related by lumbermen who have 
just arrived.

HOLES IN THE SAFE, 


J 


Robbers Work on H. Franklin's Safe, 
But Fail of Success. 


THEY WERE VERY COOL ABOUT IT: 


Chief Connolly’s Horse Figures in a Dis- 
astrous Runaway-—The Stranger at 
the Hospital- Police Items. 


A crew of bungling safe robbers are still 


tinkering around the city, making futile ef- 
forts to effect an entrance to somebody's 
safe. 

The latest effort exceeds any of its pred- 
ecessors in boldness of design and execution. 
It occurred on populous and never deserted 
Whitehall street, where people are almost 
constanly passing and in a block which is 
watched ever by patrolmen with extra vigi- 
lence, 

The attempted robbry occurred in the 
plumbing store of H. Franklin, at 123 White- 
hall street, and the signs left by the rob- 
bers go to prove that they did not exercise 
any undue hurry in getting through their 
work. They ransacked every portion of the 
store and then quietly drilled two neat little 
powder holes in the big swinging door of 
the heavy iron safe. 

The attempted robbery was not discover- 
ed until yesterday. morning. and then it 
was immediately reported to the detectives. 
The robbers forced an entrance through a 
rear window. After getting through this 
window it was necessary to open several 
other doors, but they effected this with com- 
parative ease. The robbers broke open two 
large tool chests and robbed them of their 
contents. With the aid of some of the tools 
taken from the two chests the men bored 
into the safe. The holes were neatly bored, 
but it became evident to the yobbers, after 
about two hours hard work that it was an 
almost hopeless task, and they gave it up. 

The detectives are investigating the rob- 
bery. It is not believed that the boring was 
done by professionals; it looks more like the 
bungling effort of some amateur. This is 
about the sixth attempted robbery of the 
kind that has occurred in the city within 
the past month, and it looks very much 
as if the same gang had done all the work. 


Chief Connolly’s private carriage was de- 
molished in a frightful‘-runaway yesterday 
morning, and his driver, Wesley Lamar, 
was badly hurt by being dragged 100 yards 
behind the flying vehicle. 

Chief Connolly was driven to the union 
depot and the driver started to return to the 
chief’s residence on Hast Hunter street. One 
of the driving lines broke just as he turned 
into Loyd street and the horse dashed mad- 
ly off toward Waverly place. As the buggy 
turned into this street it was overturned 
and Lamar was dashed out. He caught in 
the running gear, and at the emminent 
peril of his life, was dragged more than 100 
yards. The buggy was torn to bits and the 
horse, freed from it, dashed on all the fas- 
ter. The mad animal leaped the iron fence 
that surrounds St. Philip’s rectory, and in 
doing so, was badly injured. The driver, 
Wesley Limar, was carried to the Grady 
hospital. He was baily used up. 


Detectives Cason and Looney have estab- 
lished the fact that the injured stranger at 
the hospital is from Winston, N. C., but 
the poor fellow has not yet remembered his 
name. 

Yesterday afternoon a Mr. Reynolds, a rel- 
ative of Mr. R. J. Reynolds, the tobacco 
man, Of Winston, for whom the injured 
man Says he once worked, called on Detec- 
tives Looney and Cason and they carried 
him to the hospital. Mr. Reynolds talked 
with the stranger for more than an hour, 
mentioning the names of scores of Winston 
citizens, and the stranger knew most of 
them. He says he owns a plantation be- 
tween Winston and Salem, and once worked 
for Mr. Reynolds as a teamster. His fa- 
ther was a Gergman and was for years 
watchman at the college at Salem. The de- 
tectives feel confident that they will dis- 
cover the stranger’s name today, as commu- 
nications concerning him have been sent 
to Winston and the publication of his pict- 
ure in The Constitution is expected to lead 
to the discovery of his identity. 


An unknown crazy negro; denuded of all 
his outer garments, was captured last night 
by Patrolman Duke. The negro was acting 
in the wildest manner imaginable, and when 
arrested’ spoke not a word. The officers could 
not get his name, as he has not spoken since 
his arrest. He was locked up at police head- 
quarters. 


A MURDERER CAUGHT. 


Bill Nelson Who Murdered Louisa 
Williams Found in South Carolina. 


Augusta, Ga., February 18.—(Special.)—Bill 

Nelson, the negro who shot and killed 
Louisa Williams two weeks ago and for 
whose arrest Governor Northen offered $150 
reward and the city $25, was captured this 
morning and brought to Augusta tonight. 
He was caught on the farm of Mixon, a 
negro planter, in Barnwell county, South 
Carolina, thirty-five miles below here, and 
four miles from Dunbarton. Joe Mixon, John 
Thompson and Houston McCoy, three ne- 
groes, captured him. 

Nelson was betrayed by Joe Mixon, who 
sent him to his father’s plantation to be 
harbored until a reward was offered. Nel- 
son says he will try and keep Mixon from 
getting the reward. The murderer was 
caught at 5 o’clock this morning, before he 
got up. He was called to the door and as 
he opened it he was covered with guns 
and forced to surrender. His reason for 
murdering Louisa was that he was jealous 
of her. He intends to fight the case in 
court.

That is to say, we are brought 
face to face with one of the symptoms 
that marks the beginning of the end. 

But this need alarm nobody. In the 
history of this republic there have been 
thousands of such symptoms—though 
few of them were more pronounced than 
that which we are discussing—but the 
republic still exists. The republic still 
exists, and it bids fair te continue to ex- 
ist for centuries to come. For of this we 
may be sure, that whenever popular gov- 
ernment is overturned and the republic 
passes away it will be because the peo- 
ple are no longer fit to govern themselves 
and are unworthy of the inheritence 
which the founders of the republic @on 
for thei at the point of the bayonet and 
in the midst of dangers and privations 
which this generation can only vaguely 
appreciate. It will be because the peo- 
ple have elevated some man or a s¢t of 
men far above parties, and necessarily 
above principles. 

The symptom which now manifests it- 
self is simply a danger signal, and it will 
disappear. The people have the remedy 
in their own hands and they are prepar- 
ing to apply it. The politician who 
makes any mistake on that score is fool- 
ish, indeed. The manifestations are 
plain that the people propose to resume 
control of both the democratic party and 
the government at the first opportunity. 
Their method, too, will be as simple as 
our system. They will select for office 
only men whom they can trust. They 
will place in power only those who be- 
lieve that the party’s honor is worth pre- 
serving. They will endorse only those 
who believe that the principles of the 
party are of more importance than the 
views ot any mun. 

A Volume of Fresh War Facts. 

The government has printed forty-nine 
volumes of war records of nearly 1,000 
pages each, but the next volume will be, 
perhaps, the most interesting one of the 
series. It will be a compilation of the 
asuulties on both sides, and many of 
the facts presented will cause considera- 
ble surprise and discussion. 

It will be shown in this volume that 
most of the hardest fighting of the war 
was between the Army of the Potomac 
and the Army of Northern Virginia. It 
is shown that the eastern infantry regi- 
ments did the most fighting on the union 
side, and that the confederacy collapsed 
on account of the exhaustion of Lee's 
army, and not because of any great gen. 
eralship on the winning side or any lack 
of it.en the other. 

The losses at Gettysburg and Chicka- 
mauga show how much fiercer the fight- 
ing was in those battles than it ever was 
before or afterwards between the two 
armies. The statistics exalt Meade and 
put Sheridan in the background. TPenn- 
Sylvania and North Carolina made a 
grand record at Gettysburg, the former 
state losing more troops than any other 
northern state, and the latter doing the 
hardest fighting on the confederate side. 

The union regiment which suffered the 
greatest loss in battle was the Fifth New 
Hampshire, which lost 295 men in ac- 
tion, including eighteen officers. The 
Eighty-third Pennsylvania comes next. 
With a loss of 282 officers and men. Only 
forty-five infantry regiments had during 
the war over 200 men killed or mortally 
wounded in action. Of these regiments 
Pennsylvania furnished eleven, a greater 
number than any other state. New 
York, Massachusetts and Michigan fur- 
nished Six each, and Vermont followed 
with four. The wnion infantry regiment 
with the highest percentage of killed, 
wounded and missing in any one action 
= the Mirst Minnesota, which, at Get- 
a urg, lost in one day 215 men out of 
ra engaged. A review of the advance

(a; ; of these were killed and the 
deaths from diseases, wounds and other 
causes were 359,528 more. ‘The confederate 
army and navy’s total enrollment, including 
all classes and the transcriptions, was 
about 600,000 men, out of a population ot 
2,000,000 whites. 

Twenty-eight per cent of the union sol- 
diers at Andersonvil'e died; 25 per cent of 
the confederates confined at Elmira, N. "Y.. 
died; 2,988 of the latter were buried in 4 
field, which, a year or two afterward, was 
plowed over and planted in wheat. 

This is the book of revelations .as to botb 
sides in the civil war. On the confederate 
Side North Carolina lost more soldiers 
killed than any other southern state. The 
following was the logs in kil’ed and more 
tally wounded of several of the southern 
states: North Carolina, 4,522: Virginia 
5,328; South Carolina, 9,187; Georgia, 5,533: 
Mississippi, 5,807; Louisiana. 9,174. North 
Carolina heads the list in the number that 
died of wounds, and 20,602 of her sons died 
of disease, and 6,947 Virginians. North Car- 
oiina’s military population in 1861 was l1\li,- 
36), but she furnished 125,000 men to the 
confederate cause. Phe percentage ‘of lost 
and killed and wounded was greater in the 
confederate ‘armies than in the union ar- 
mies. At Gettysburg the Twenty-sixth 
North Carolina, of Pettigrew’s brigade. 
went into action with over 800 men and 
lost 588 in killed and wounded and 129 miss- 
ing, most of whom were also killed or 
wounded. 

Delaware furnished more men and money 
in proportion to its military Ppopulatian 
than any other state. Tne union aeserters 
during the war numbered 201,397. of the 
Kansas troops ll per cent deserted. There 
died of disease of ‘the Pennsylvania troops 
5.6 per cent, of Kentucky 14.6 per cent, of 
Illinols troops 10 per cent. The middle 
states’ troops seem to have been ‘far -

“A Rassian ‘Sensation. 

It may be that Dr. Talmage is more 
timn half right in his judgment of the 
czar of Russia. The doctor mafntains 
that the czar is:a good man and a just 
ruler, and a recent incident would ap- 
pear to sustain this ‘view. 

Heretofore it has not been customary 
in Russia to execute a prince ‘for the 
murder of a plebelan, but a new depart- 
ure has been made in the case of Prince 
Rikodze. It seems that the prince ‘got 
drunk in Tifflis, picked a quarrel with a 
policeman and stabbed him to death. 
The nobleman did not expect that any 
serious consequences would follow this 
murderous exploit, but he was soon unde- 
ceived. He was tried, convicted and 
sentenced to be executed. Even then he 
and his friends felt confident that the 
sentence would not be carried out, and 
the czar was appealed to for a pardon. 
To the astonishment of all Russia, the 
request was refused. The nobles then 
became deeply interested in the matter. 
and every possible effort was made in 
behalf of the prisoner. put nothing 
could be done. The ezar declared that 
the exalted station of the criminal was 
no ground for a pardon and declined to 
interfere, 

The other day the unhappy prince was 
publicly executed in the market place of 
Tifflis, and a thrill of horror curdled the 
blue blood of every prince in Russia. 
This dose of democratic justice is a“bit- 
ter one for the nobility to swallow, but 
it encourages the masses to hope for 
something more on the same line—iu the 
direction of equal rights. If the ezar 
could be shown to be blameless in the 
matter of the persecution of the Jews fn 
his empire his treatment of this princely 
murderer would do much to eause the 
outside world to reverse its wnfavorable 
verdict in regard to his character and 
methods. But it is not enough for a ruler 
to show himself kind-hearted and just 
in special cases. He must show these 
qualities at all times, and not diserimi- 
nate against any class of his subjects.

Private Midnight Executions. 

Rublic sentiment is rapidly crystalliz- 
ing into a determined opposition to pub- 
lic executions, but it has been reserved 
for Indiana to set the example of a model 
private execution. 

At Jeffersonville last week when Stone 
was executed for murder the warden 
fixed midnight as the hour for the hang- 
ing. When the time arrived the warden 
took the prisoner, and without siying : 
word, led him to the scaffold in a corri- 
dor of the prison. He adjusted the 
Straps, pulled down the black cap, 
touched the spring and let the drop fall. 
Stone had no chance to make a speech. 
He saw before him only, perhaps, a half 
dozen officials, and if he expected a lar- 
ger audience and an opportunity to make 
the usual gallows speech he was badly 
disappointed. 

We can imagine nothing more depress- 
ing to the average criminal than a pri- 
vate midnight execution conducted in 
dead silence, with no excited crowd of 
spectators to encourage him to pose as a 
martyr ora hero. 

The new Indiana fashion is infinitely 
better than the eld way. Publie execu- 
tions are brutalizing and they incrense 
crime. They cause thousands of people 
to quit work and congregate around the 
gallows to gratify their morbid curiosity. 
Among the spectators there are always 
many who admire the prisoner’s pluck, 
if he displays any, and his maudlin 
boasts that he has been forgiven and is 
going to glory lead some ignorant and 
brutal men and boys to believe that 
When life no longer has any charms for 
them the scaffold can be made the step- 
ping stone to heaven. 

Private midnight executions terrorize, 
not only the prisoner. but they cause 
the criminal masses to view with alarm 
the prospect of 2 doom so swift. silent 
and grim—a leap from the darkness of 
“this world into the blacker gulf of the 
unknown. The Indiana method will be 
nea ippreved throughout the coun- 
ry.

Japan was exhibited in 
twenty-two buildings at the fair and we 


believe made an excellent showing. I am. 


very much pleased with Atlanta and with 
the enterprise shown here, and I think I 
can make it clear to the government that 
it will be of value to Japan to make a 
large exhibit here.”’

Considering these facts, when we ‘look 
upon a young man convicted of embezzte- 
ment or forgery, and about to be sent to a 
felon’s prison, we cannot afford to Spurn 
him and anathematize him, because his 
crime 1S Simply the product of corrupting 
influences which -pervaue the whole com: 
mercia. world, and for which every one of 
us IS in some degree responsible. ‘ried by 
God’s Standard of honesty, which regards 
what is in man’s heart, as well as what is 
in his life, that young man is not more 
criminal than thousands who stand high 
commercially and socially. Let him among 
you who never planned anything crooked 
in his own business, or winked at crook. 
edness in others, and who is in no ‘way re- 
sponsible far the spirit of dishonesty in the 
world of trade—let him stép forward and 
hur] the first anathema at the young man 
who stands before the tribunal of human 
Justice convicted of theft. 

“I stand aghast today, not as I 
a criminal iike that, but as I look upon the 
great army of co.ossal thieves who walk 
abroad unwhipped of justice and whose ex- 
ample and influence have led millions of 
people to think that dishonesty is disreput- 
able and despisable oniy when it is punish- 
ed by the state. It is the conduct of these 
imperial rogues that is spreading and 
strengthening the doctrine of the anarch- 
ists, that ‘all property is theft,’ and that 
is hastening a revolution which will make 
the bloodiest picture in the book of time.’ 

“Look, too!’ exclaimed the doctor. “at 
the victims of the polished devitries of 
men who are still allowed to move in what 
ere called the ‘highest circles of society. 
The world is dotted all over with the graves 
of deceived women—women who were rob- 
bed of their virtue and deserted, and who 
in the medness of their disnair, sought 
refuge in the arms of death. The destroy- 
ers of these women are murderers, and vet 
they &re neither punished by the state, nor 
ostraciseéd even by those who claim to be 
the very cream of our social life.. 

Sympathy for the Fallen. 


“If in the light of the principles and facts 
presented in tnis discussion there is one 
“umoug us who feels that he is absolutely 
lnuocent of the sins which {f have named, 
he, and only he, can arford to cast stones 
at those who have stumbied and fallen in 
the race of life. * * * 

“But while we uphold the state, our at- 
titude towards those who have fallen into 
the depravity of vice and crime should be 
one of Sympathy and helpfulness. A sense 
of our own sinfulness and a consciousness 
that we are in a good degree responsible 
for their downfall should remove from us 
every vestige of Phariseeism. We should 
remember, too, that though wretched, de- 
graded and disgraced, they are stili human 
beings, still our fellowmen, still children of 
the same God to whom we look up and 
Say, ‘Our Father who art in heaven.’ The 
same Christ who died for us, shed his blood 
for them. The same mercy through which 
we look for salvation from the wrath to 
come can save them.

We should go to these 
creatures, who are fettered by singand im- 
mersed in gloom, and show them the help- 
ful side of the divine nature. We should 
tell them that God, in Christ, is a tender 
and pitying father, able and willing to save 
unto the uttermost, and that he has a royal 
welcome for every prodigal who will come 
home. We should tell them that the com- 
passionate and almighty Savior, who 
snatched the dying thief from the jaws of 
hell and opened the gates of paradise to 
his departing spirit, is the same yesterday, 
today and forever, and that he who forgave 
the despised harlot and made her the truest 
and noblest of women will forgive them 
and exalt them to usefulness, honor and

A Revival of Interest in the State's 
Deposits. 


THE EARLY DAYS OF MINING RECALLED 


When North Georgia Was the Scene ofa 
Miners’ Paradise+The Possibilities 


with Jmproved Machinery. 


The eyes of many capitalists have been di- 
rected towards Georgia's gold mines the 
past few weeks, and the statements made 
in The Constitution last Sunday were wide- 
ly read, and caused much comment in min- 
ing centers. 

if Georgia's old red hills are filled With 
the yellow metal, as somé of the more en- 
thusiastic prospectors assert, it will not 
be long before the fact becomes of national 
importance, but viewing the situation in a 
conservative light, there can be no doubt 
but that money ean be made where suffi- 


cient capital is invested at the proper loca- 


tions. The great mistake is made when in- 
experienced prospectors go to the gold fleids, 
expecting to pick up nuggets without trou- 
ble, or the expenditure of time and money. 

Local eapitalists are all enthusiastic over 
the outlook and assert that from adyices 
received from the east, money is ready 
which can be converted into the latest 
types of improved machinery, invented és- 
pecially for sinking shafts through rocky 
strata to the gold veins, hidden hundreds 
of feet below the surface. 


Discussing the Mining System. 

The developments of the last few weeks 
have been fully discussed, and many inter- 
esting incidents in connection with the first 
discovery of gold in Georgia nave been re- 
lated, and it would seem that at one time 
the height of the gold fever in the northern 
counties of the state paralleled the intensi-+ 
ty of excitement in California in the days 
of forty-nine. Little knots of men might 
be found at the hotels or in prominent offi- 
ces frequently during last week, and the 
whole topic of conversation centered on 
Georgia gold. 

Some timne ago, a prominent geologist, on 
being approached on the subject, spoke of 
the possibilities of the production of Geor- 
gia gold very highly. 

“The gold in Georgia,” said he, “is in a 
perfectly accessible region, which makes 
it twice as valuable as gold that might be 
taken out of California or the Black hills. 
A mine of enormous richness is of little 
value if it is in an impenetrable region. The 
gold country of Georgia is in a perfect net- 
work of railways and the metal can be found 
very near the surface, thus making it easily 
reached by the miner. The water coursés 
that pour down the hills give the best pos- 
sible power, labor is cheap and easily pro- 
curable, and it is necessary to transport 
the ore but a short distance. In California 
it was frequently necessary to haul it fifty 
or one hundred miles. The value of gold 
is controlled to a great extent by the cost 
of its production, and the ore i north Geor- 
gia, being partially decomposed, is worked 
with great facility. It looks as if nature 
had conspired to put the enormous amount 
of gold in the hills of Georgia, into the 
miner’s hands.”’ 


The Gold Region. 


It has be@n estimated that the gold belt 
of Georgia is about one hundred miles in 
breadth. The richest sections in this belt 
have been found to be in the counties of 
Cherokee, Lumpkin, White and Dawson. 

A prominent Atlanta capitalist tells some 
pretty good stories about the mines and | 
seems to have their whole history at his 
finget's’ ends. ‘“‘There have been traditions 
handed down for generations among the 
Cherokee Indians who once inhabited the 
northwest portion of Georgia,’”’ he began, 
assuming a reflective mood, “in regard ta 
the vast quantities of gold stored away in 
the old red hills of northern Georgia. There 
was an old chief named ‘Cheynagowah,’ 
whko could tell wonderful stories about the 
richness of Cherokee gold. The present 
location of the Cherokee milis was one of 
the camps of the Spanish invaders, who, 
under the leadership of DeSoto, invaded 
Georgia on their way to the Mississippi, 
and afterwards on their return to Spain re- 
lated wonderful stories about the mense 
richness of the ore to be found on the new 
continent. The historic Etowah river 
passes through this country, and the old 
chief used_to talk a great deal about the 
superiority of the. ore to be found on the 
banks of a little creek that emptied in the 
Etowah. The little creek was of such im- 
portance that it had severai different names, 
none of which were al all suitable. They 
called it the ‘Rio creek,’ ‘Blanket creek’ 
and the natives would frequently combine 
the two, and unite on ‘Rio Blanket.’ These 
hames were all derived from a Spanish 
mource, and the proper appellation was 
doubtless ‘Rio Blanquetta.’ The Spantards 
ktruck a trail along the Etowah, and keep- 
ing the mwh-named stream in sight, pro- 
ceeded through the very heart of the gold 
eountry, and passed over the sites of the 
famous Franklin, Pasco and Strickland 
mines. There was an old mine near these 
famous ones, which was fortheMy worked 
to one hundred feet beMSw the water level, 
and th its time, ylelded 3000 per ton. This | 
mine was situated on the little Blanket 
creek.”

' The Southern Baseball Association, which 
held its meeting here Thursday, was a suc- 
cess as far as the solidity of the cities and 
the enthusiasm of its members were con- 
cerned. MHaseball all over the United States 
never had such a boom. The Nation- 
al League down to every state and city 
League is now organizing. ‘Tiere are two 
western leagues, one Eastern League, 
Pennsylvania State League, Ohio State 
League, Virginia League, besides the big 
National League. This is the third year 
of the Southern’s existence, and they have 
used the good sense this year of making it 
eight clubs. 

But it seems 'they have committed tthe old 
error again by commencing too soon and 
prolonging it too late. Four months ball 
is.enough for the south, and it has been 
demonstrated more than once. But un- 
fortunately the members of the Southern 
League allow salaried managers in their 
counsels and make laws for the league. 
Their object is to prolong a season as much 
@s they can—so tneir salary will be going 
ON—NOL caring whether a ivague breaas or 
not. There is one exception to tnis error 
and that is Ted Sullivan. He nas deciared 
himseif more than once that tne season 
Funs too long. 

The eight cities are now busy in organiz 
ing the best teams (nat can be put together. 
A govudly portion of last year’s men wiil be 
Sprinkled about in the eight clubs. New 
VUrleans has Campau, who is getting togetn- 
er the best men out of the ailfereut minor 
leagues of last year. Weils, of Mobile, has 
gatnered together a strong .ieam, inasmuch 
as he has got a good muny of iast year's 
Mobile players in Gettinger, Duttee, of At- 
lanta; ‘layior, of Mobile; Luttenourg, frost 
and others. Memphis has some of ner last 
year’s club, filled in by lively young men out 
of the other minor leagues. Stailings, of 
Nashville, of course, will have a good team, 
as most of his men will come from the Cal- 
ifornia League. 

The Atlanta team—well, Ted has been 
over the country as far north as Philaael- 
Phia, taking no recora for a recommenda- 
tion, but going actually to the men them- 
Selves and asking peopie who played in the 
league with those:mena, as to tneir ability, 
havits, etc. His head is set in giving At- 
lanta a good club. Sullivan is a 
great starter vl yOunp le@luio alu aiS Uueveil- 
opment and heaawork have piaceu many a 
Biar in the National League.

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SERGEANT OZBURN AND HIS MEN AFIELD 


They Arrest M. A. Frost and Capture «a 
Score of Bottles—A Piace of Which 
Complaint Has Olten Been Made. 


Large and elegant specimens of the sight- 
less tiger stalked forth yesterday and were 
brought to bay by the wary huntsmen in 
police clothes. 

Three of them fell victims to this harsh 
fate, and last night the policemen were ju- 
bilant over their successful sport. One of 
the number, particularly, is said to be a 
troublesome and vigorous beast, and the 
officers feel all the more happy over their 
doing. 

Yesterday afternoon, while Sunday in- 
fluences were all pervasive in nearly every 
part of the city, four officers,’ led by Ser- 
geant Bob Ozburn, swooped down upon a 
quiet little grocery store at the Collins 
brickyard, and captured five gallons of 
whisky, and arrested Mr. M. A. Frost, the 
proprietor in charge of the place. 

The raid was evidently a big surprise to 
all parties concerned, and the officers state 
that they found the place in full swing of 
operation, whisky being sold indiscriminate- 
ly to all comers. A sixteen-year-old boy, 
who accompanied the officers, was sent in- 
side, and he purchased a half-pint of 
whisky. 

Both Captain Thompson and Sergeant 
Ozburn say that the place has long been 
a fruitful source of complaint. They say 
that people residing near there have time 
and again reported that it was a scene of 
Sunday revelry, and that whoever desired 
to do so could purchase whisky there. One 
week ago, yesterday afternoon, a big fight 
is reported to have taken place between 
some young men who were fired up by 
booze they had bought from the store, and 
this called the place into notice. A case 
Was made against one of the fighters, and 
at. the police court the point was made 
that the place was out of the city limits. 
Recorder Calhoun ruled that it was within 
police jurisdiction and fined the man. 

This encouraged the officers to proceed in 
regard to the alleged blind tiger, and yes- 
terday afternoon Serzeant Ozburn and 
Patrolmen Wallace, Wilson and Alderman 
were detailed to visit the place. They went 
out in citizens’ clothes. 

“We found a large crowd leaving the 
store,” said Sergeant Ozburn. “‘The doors 
were open and people were going in and out 
freely. A sixteen-year-old boy who was 
with us went in and bought a hilf-pint. 
Next, Officer Alderman went in and repeat- 
ed the transaction. Then a young man 
named Campbell went in and bought a 
half-pint. All of us went in next and ar- 
rested Mr. Frost.” 

About three dozen bottles of the pint and 
half-pint variety were found and taken 
eharge of by the officers. Mr. Frost was 
carried to nolice headauarters an two 
charges preferred against him; one sell. 
ing whisky without license on the Sab- 
bath: the other for selling whiskv to a 
minor. The cases were set for a hearing 
tomorrow afternoon. 

The officers deserve special commendation 
for their work in the case. 

He Was Under a House. 

Anderson Johnson was arrested yesterday 
morning by Mounted Officers Sewell and 
Hamilton for selling Sunday booze. He was 
caught in a most unique position. 

The officers scented a blind tiger in the 
vicinity of the corner of Courtland avenue 
and Houston street, and by watching the 
trend of the colored populace, were not long 
in locating it. .They kept their weather 
eyes upon a certain house, and after a few 


minutes, they cautiously approached and 
found Johnson serenely and com- 
posedly squatting under a house 
and ffilling up a_ obottle of booze 


for a customer. They hauled him out and 
carried him to police headquarters, where 
they deposited him in a cell and placed his 
whisky on file for evidence. 

Still another tiger was run down by these 
two officers, and Taylor Atwater will have 
to answer for its existence in police court 
todav. The two mounted officers found him 
on Hilliard street yesterday morning and 
worked the marked coin racket on him to 
perfection. They also captured three or 
four bottles of whisky from him.

Crowded Congregation at 
St. Lake's, 
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wywoREDS © WERE TURNED AWAY 


9 Could Not Secure Admission Within 
the Building—A Sermon W hich Greatly 
Pleased toe Assembled Throng. 


A congregation that taxed to its utmost 
capacity St. Luke's cathedral, besides Pun- 
dreds who were unable to gain admittance, 
assembled there yesterday morning fo hear 
the celebrated English clergyman, Dr. A. W. 
Momerie, of London, England, and those 
who were fortunate enough to get in were 
wtbundant!y rewarded. 

After the beautiful service, which was 
never so impressive and beautiful as it is 
wren conducted by Dr. Barrett, Dr. Mome- 
rie began his sermon. It was an excecding- 
ly simple sermon in style, but crystal clear 
and full of the deepest truth, so expressed 
that none could fail to understand, and none 
could ever forget it. The following synop- 
gis gives but an inadequate idea of its 
strength and beauty: 

Dr. Momerie said that h2 had chosen as 
his subject the “‘Rest of Faith,” and as a 
text Psalms xxxvii:7—‘“‘kiest in the Lord and 
watt patiently for him.” 

This rest in the Lord is difficult to ob- 
tain, but some have obtained it. The 
kt had it when he said: “Yea, though

“Tri 
fies,” he said, “but trifles make perfec ion 
and perfection is no trifle.”” And on ound 
not to be discouraged by failures—they are 
often stepping stones to success Kepler 
only succeeded in fincing the laws govern- 
ing planets after nineteen failures that had 
occupied most of his life. It is not vasta- 
bility. but work thet makes Success. : 

Those men who are in advance of their 
age most need to learn to wait—often til] 
long after their death, as Kepler did— who 
said that as God had waited 6,000 vears for 
an observer, he could wait a hundred tor 
@ reader. The world has always under- 
rated. usually despised, and often killed 
its greatest men. These men above all 
need to trust in‘the Lord and wait taith- 
fully till He shall use their labors. Like 
Laborerex in the darkness, “not till the 
hours of dawn return, all we have built 
shall we discern.” 

Again we need to exercise faith in calam- 
ity. This seems needless, but it is often 
not so, but necessary for future § suc- 
cess and happiness. If we could only see 
a little way forward we would know that 
“sighs that rend the heart today die in 
bliss tomorrow.” And yet, after experienc- 
ing this again and again, many are cap- 
tious and complaining at every new 
trouble. 

It is wrong to look for too much happi- 
mess. Some amount of suffering is necessa- 
ry in a universe governed by laws, and 
only such a universe is rational or possible. 
Some amount of suffering is necessary for

the training of the race. With- 
es as mankind could not pos- 
sess what it doeS* today of pity, of 
mercy—ot all that gues to make up strength 
of character. To want what we have at- 
tained without suffering is like the 
child crying to be born grown up. It igs 


not too much to say that Omnipotence 
cou:d not have given us the character to 
be acquired through effort and suffering 
in any other way. By struggling with an 
angel we acquire an angel’s strength and 
with the might of. an immortal pass into an 
immortal realm. In a rational universe 
virtue and happiness must ultimately 

incife, and we must trust in the future. 

All progress, evolution shows, comes by 
adaptation—this world, its races and i!n®* 
viduals are not, and cvuld not be isolated 
The action of the mind is conditioned upon 
that of matter—the operation of present 
things upon alk. that is past. One change in 
one of an infinite number of past events 
might change the whole. Who shall dare 
to say such a change would be for the bet- 
ter? Perhaps not one individual fate could 
have been changed for the better without 
ali else being made worse. We can trus$ 
the Deity to reveal Himself more and 
more as the world progresses. Even dark- 
ness is sOmething necessary to growth; if 
anything that he has hid or i8 hiding from 
us were revealed sooner it would not be 
best. With our knowledge, and in this 
world, restlessness and impatience amount 
to atheism. Saying you believe in God 
does not make you a theist. Faith, if we 
had it, would make us rest in the Lord. 
and wait patiently on Him. instead of mur- 
muring and repining as if we had nevef 
heard of providence. In spite of gil that 
we do not like, all that we cannot under- 
stand, we can yet see enough of the present 
joy and beauty and the continuous progress 
of the world in sll-good things to convince 
us that our Creator is doing all things well 
The Little Church Around the Corner. 

The congregation at the Little Church 
Around the Corner was fairly good for the 
day. The offertory, ‘“‘Raise Me, Jesus, to 
Thy Bosom,” was well rendered by the 
volunteer quartet and seemed to lift the 
people up to an appreciation of the beauti- 
ful sentiment and melody of the song. 

Dr. Hopkins’s text was the fourteenth and 
fifteenth verses of the fifth chapter of Sec- 
ond Corinthians: “For the love of Christ 
constraineth us; because we thus judge, 
that if one died for all, then were all dead: 
And that he died for all, that they which 
live should not henceforth live unto them- 
Selves, but unto Him which died tor them, 
and rose again.”’ 

The sermon was a full exposition of the 
atonement Christ made for the sins of the 
World. It is broad and universal, confined 
to no creéd or sect, and full of the love 
which prompted the sacrifice that redeemed 
mankind. The statements and arguments 
adduced illustrated the great price paid by 
the Savior in His love for man and in His 
realization of God’s infinite justice and law 
Which must be met. His assumption of 
the sins of ali removed from human shoul- 
ders a weight which they could not bear. 
Chirst puured out His love into humanity 
and saved a world from wretchedness. The 
lessons drawn from the text were valuable 
in the direction of every day life and were 
all beautifully appropriate to the occasion.

The Second Baptist Church. 


The beautiful auditorium of the new Sec- 
cnd baptist church was filled at botn morn- 
ing anu evening services. he music by the 
excellent choir of this church was excep- 
tionally attractive. 

At night Dr. McDonald preached an im- 
Fressive sermon, being one of the series of 
sunday night sermons on Bible characters. 

ihe fcilewing embodies the main line of 
the morning sermon by Dr. McDonald, 
which was listened to very § atientively 
throughout and was a practical gospel ser- 
mon of marked power, the subject being 
‘Personal Accountability to God.’’ 

“So, then, every one of us shall give ac- 
count of himself to God.’’—Romans xiv, l2. 

In the church at Rome, as in every 
church elsewhere and since then, were dif- 
ferent degrees of knowledge and freedom 
among the members. Hence, the liability, al- 
most the certainty, of forming and express- 
ing different judgments. In matters of eat- 
ing some would differ from others. some, 
in order to escape eating flesh, would con- 
fine themselves to a vegetable diet, eating 
herbs. Paul urges patience and considera- 
tion. Do not judge each other in such 
matters. Christ has received you. Ye are 
His servants and He is the judge, for we 
must all appear bfore the judgment seat of 
Christ. The solemnity of such a tribunal 
should arrest our hasty decisions, and so 
he brings us the personal accountability of 
the text, “so, then, every one of us shall 
give account of himself to God.”’ 

What a warring is found in this great 
fact—the universality of the judgment. 
All must appear. The individuality is pos- 
sitly more awe-inspiring. Mvery one of us 
must give account of himself. The judg- 
ment, the last judgment is frequently used 
in warning men. In simple and sublimest 
description, its joys and terrors are brought 
before us. * 

Other judges may err through imperfect 
knowledge of the law or the facts, but He 
knows. Other judges may be misled by 
evil influences, but He is holy. What are 
some of the certainties of this judgment? 

1. That it shall be personal. 

2. Your character is to be tested. Not 
what people have said, not what historians 
have written or poets sung, not what news- 
paper obituaries or graven epitaphs have 
uttered. 

Am I responsible for my character? You 
are responsible for nothing else, but in 
your inmost soul you are responsible for 
this, for all this, only for this. Has our 
character been formed under the power of 
the Christ that saves, of the holy spirit 
that renews. of the word of God, which 
guides, or has it béen formed under the in- 
fluence of sin and passion and worldliness 
against God? Whichever it is shall then 
be known, known without concealment or 
subterfuge. 

3. Your influence shall be accounted for. 
The power of your life, consciously or un- 
consciously put forth, shall be reviewed. 

Have we had conspicuous position? Has 
such position been honored by our devotion? 
Have we shown that the honor of serving 
God was more than the honor that cometh 
from man? Does the world know us as 
a good business man, as a successful pro, 
fessional man, and yet’ does not know us 
as ‘a Christian? Why do they Know us in 
the affairs of the world, while they are ig- 
norant that we have any character as a 
Christian? 

We must account for our opportuni- 
ies. Opportunity is God’s open door, the 
divine call to occupy and use. 

I speak to some that are not saved, do 
not have any coficern about their soul. 
You have heard, you shall hear again today 
the voice of God calling you to turn from 
your evil ways. Believe on Him whom I 
have sent and ve shall be saved. How of- 
ten I have called and ye refused. Away 
back in your young life I sought, but ye 

ut off with the promise, alas your prom- 
se, that with manhoot’s - wisdom and 
streneth I shall give heed. Manhood comes 
and in mercy e has spared, but lo! the 
game fatal spell of sin binds you in its 
slavish grasp—your heart has hardened it- 
self with lifes passing vears. Ye must 
give an account of this, all this. 

His judgment shall be righteous. His 
character, nature, holiness clearly prove 
that there shall be no mistake. The right- 
eous shall not be adjudged guilty nor shall 
the wicked be delivered. 

The judgment is final. It is iudgment, 
not offers, nor pleadings with the impen- 
itent, but judgment. 

In that future beyond the throne the es- 
sence of character is permanent. The holy 
man shall so abide, the unholy shall be 
unholy still. Have mercy, gracious Lord, 
now that we may have it in that day. Lord 
save us now. We fall before and plead 
Thy mercy. 

Bishop Haygood at Trinity. 

One of the largest congregations that 
has ever assembled at Trinity listened to 
Bishop Atticus G. Haygood’s eloquent ser- 
mon on the text, “Be merciful on me, O 
God, for my transgressions.”’ Psalms, vi:1. 

Bishop Haygood thirty years ago was the 
sexton of Trinity Methodist church. 

The Biblical historian tells of the shame 
and dishonor on David, without exaggera- 
tion or extenuation. David was the great- 
est man of ancient times after Moses. This 
son of the humble Jesse, a soidier and a 
conqueror, a poet and a king, though loved 

sand revered by his people as fondly as 
ever the soldiers of the confederacy loved 
Robert Lee, yet stooped to commit a sin, 
almost without a parallel. We have in this 
record of a great crime a great warning. 
David was a man supposed to be more 
righteous and God-fearing than any man in 
that day,yet he submitted to temptationin a 
manner that would make the angels of 
heaven weep. . 

It is terrible to talk of being saved, when 
there can be no certainty of it. Paul him- 
self, who by divine visitation had every 
reason to believe in his vwn purity, wrote, 
“Let him who thinketh he standeth, take 
heed lest he fall.’’ I learn by observation, 
by the history of the past, and by my own 
conscience that until we pass through tne 
gates of pearl, we must watch and pray to 
keep from the enemy’s grasp. It is diffi- 
eult to explain this triple crime of David. 
It might be expected from the hot blood of 
youth, but David was past fifty years. All 
the fire that might have been in his young 
blood was cooled. He had had enough ex- 
perience to keep him from temptation, for 
he had been a shepherd, and learned the 
necessity of watchfulness. He had been 
tracked and hunted, and had endured all 
manner of suffering. He had all the expe- 
rience that comes from the hardships of a 
soldier’s life, and should have known how 
to command himseif even as he had com- 
manded his tribes, and organized them into 
a great nation. As the servant of God, he 
should have been pious, as the friend of 
Uriah, he should have been noble, as mon- 
arch of the greatest kingdom of the world, 
he should have been wise. Yet he fell. He 
was guilty of a crime against God and man, 
which he must have known could not have 

ealed. But he made every effort

oe concealment. He planned his, escape 
from the consequences, as he had planned 


his battles through thirty years of war. 
All this is entirely inconsistent with the 
character of David. He was naturally as 
chivalrous as Byron. The convolutions of 
falsehood that went through his mind, to 
conceal the treachery to his friend and his 
God, were more worthy the brain of a 
Machiavelli.

After the usual introductory service ‘a 
song, prayer and responsive reading, poe 
which the congregation heartily enters, t “ 
pastor preached an earnest and heartfelt 
sermon from Paul's letter to Timothy, the 
text being, ‘‘For in doing this thou shalt 
both save thyself and them that hear 
thee.” The speaker said, “This is the ad- 
monition of an old preacher to @ young min- 
ister. Though separated in time by the 
flight of years, they are one in Christ, bound 
by that indissoluble bond which breaks 
down all barriers and unites in one great 
brotherhood the family of the Heavenly Fa- 
ther. If there is a class for whom we ought 
to feel deeply solicitous and for whom, we 
should earnestly pray, it is the ministry 
of the church. No church can rise above 
its ministry. We revere the veteran wheth- 
er he followed the stars and gtripes or the 
stars and bars; we honor his battle scars. 
How much more reverence should we have 
for the faithful soldier Of the cross, the 
pioneer preachers who have made our bet- 
ter civilization and loftier privileges and 
honors possible. We admire the middle 
aged leader in the very thick of the fight. 
Brave, earnest, noble, valiant men there are 
in all our churches. We ought to feel an 
especial interest in our young preachers. 
They are the hope of the church and of 
the world. Let us encourage them, pray 
for them and support them. 

“Timothy was a young preacher. He was 
of Derbe or Lystra; his father was a Greek 
and his mother a Jewess, and he had a 
noble old grandmother whose beautiful faith 
seemed to have followed her grandson and 
fallen upon upon him like a mantle of 
light. Though young he was the compan- 
ion of Paul, who speaks of him as ‘Son 
Timothy,’ my beloved son, my work fel- 
low. 

“There used to be, dear hearers, if not 
a positive belief, at least a kind of quiet 
acquiescence in the thought that goodness 
and dullness were synonymous terms; that 
religion and solemnity were equivalent and 
that piety and old age were companions. 
The good little boys in our Sunday school 
literature used to die and young people had 
nothing to do in the church except to ‘keep 
quiet and be good,’ to be ‘seen and not 
heard.’ The new and better idea is that 
youth and consecration go hand in hand, 
that religion and joyfulness are companion 
pictures and that prety and activity are in 
perfect harmony. The work among the 
young of the church today is the most hope- 
ful, promising and blessed work which we 
are doing. Simply being good ig impossible; 
to be good we must do good. 

“Paul exhorts Timothy, saying, ‘Let no 
man despise thy youth, but be thou an 
example of the believer.’ Here this apostle 
not only exalts youth, but bids this young 
man become an example. What a strong, 
splendid exhortation, as he charges Timo- 
thy to an example in word, conduct, 
spirit, faith and purity; every 

is uplifting, ennobling, purifying 
and helpful. Give attention, says Pre apos- 
tle, to reading, which makes a full man; 
to exhortation, which makes a ready man; 
to doctrine, which makes an efficient man, 
The speaker dwelt at length upon these 
beautiful admonitions and exhorted his 
young hearers especially to take heed to 
these earnest words of the apostie. He 
then showed that by thus taking heed to 
themselves and to the truth they would 
save themselves and those that hear them. 
A failure.to save seif is virtual suicide and 
suicif& is cowarT**~ and unmanly. Losing 
one’s self for mean and unworthy things is 
dishonorable and ignoble; to lose one’s self 


for another is heroism and wmartyr- 
dom. You have seen the pic- 
ture iNaiveratl! “Rock of Ages.” It 


represents a maiden clinging to the cross. 
The cross is imbedded in a rock, against 
which the angry waves of the tempest dash 
themselves to pieces. Both arms of this 
maiden are wound about the cross, her 
thought is “save thyself.” The companion 
picture is a better one. It represents a 
person with one arm about the cross tor 
personal safety and the other is reaching 
down into the water to save another poor 
perishing one. This is the gospel of Christ. 
Among the sweetest singing evangelists 
that have ever delighted us_with his soul- 
ful music was P. P. Bliss. He wus on the 
ill-fated train which went down in the 
horrible accident at Ashtabula, . Mr. 
Bliss escaped from the wreck. Iinding 
that his wife had not escaped, he went to 
her rescue. Brave man that he was, he 
never returned, but in his effort to save 
others he perished himself. This was hero- 
ism and martyrdom. We shall not hear the 
enchanting melody of his sweet voice sing- 
ing the ‘Ninety and Nine” again on this 
earth, but when his freed spirit fled heaven- 
ward another glad voice was added to the 
angel choir who, before the throne, con- 
tinually sing the new song of redemption. 
Let us go from this house this morning, 
determined by God's help, 
selves and others.
